COATESVILLE, Penn., Aug. 21,—What 
is expected to be one of the most impor- 
tant arrests since the investigation into 
the lynching of “‘ Zack”’ Walker, the ne- 
gro slayer of Policeman Edgar Rice, be- 
gan, was made here to-night. A: man 
who said his name was H. Smith and 
that he lived in Philadelphia, was taken 
into custody. ', While District Attorney 
Gawthrop would say little more than that 
Smith was charged with murder, his man- 
ner as he left the police station after the 
arrest showéd it wag of more than usual 
importance. Pressed for a statement, 
Mr. Gawthrop gaid: 

“All I will say at this time is that 
Smith is charged with murder. I will not 
say what part he took or how we came to 
suspect him. We have the evidence dead 
against him, however.”’ 

Soon after the arrest it was reported 
that Smith was one of the leaders of the 
mob which lynched the negro. 

Smith was arrested throtigh a descrip- 
tion which itis said was furnished the 
District Attorney by one of the men now 
in prison. It was learned this afternoon 
that he was about to leave town, and a 
policeman was sent to find him. The 
policeman caught Smith at the Penfisyl- 
vania Railroad station. he said he 
was going to Lancaster, and later’ to 
Philadelphia, and when the Policeman 
told him he was wanted at the police sta- 
tion he refused to go, and had to be 
taken by force.

Judge Watson declined to grant the’ re- 
quest of the defense for a week's further 
delay, and overruled all motions to quash 
the indictment. The accused stood stead- 
ily, but with his eyes closed, while the 
indictment was being read, and at the 
conclusion, upon his lawyer's prompting, 
pleaded ‘‘ Not guilty” in a clear voice. 

Beattle was brought from the Henrico 
County Jail, fifteen miles distant, in a 
motor car, accompanied by several offi- 
cers. He smiled as he stepped from the 
car, and during the day posed for several 
photographers, showing little trace of ner- 
vousness or apprehension of the future. 
He remarked to one friend that he would 
be with him in a few weeks, and is re- 
ported to have said that he would have 
an accounting with the newspaper men 
who have written things against him.

Coroner’s Jury Exonerates Hen- 
derson of.Texas, Who Killed 
Mrs. Maicheode. 


WAS PLAINLY AN ACCIDENT 


Impresses the Jpry of His Innocence 
by His Straightforward Story 
of the Shooting. 


James Cullen Henderson, the sixteen- 
year-old boy of San Antonio, Texas, who 
was” arrested last Tuesday for shooting 
Mrs._ Rosa Malcheode, who had a news- 
paper stand in front of the Park Row 
Building, was afraigned before Coroner 
Winterbottom and a jury in the Coroner's 
Court yesterday morning and exonerated. 
Henderson told a straightforward story

THE STATIONARY POSTS. ; 
Midsummer burglaries in the closed 
houses of those who are in the coun- 
try or abroad cannot fairly be blamed 
to the institution of the new system of 
stationary posts for policemen, . Under 
that system the police guard of resi- 
dential districts has been increased, 
Of course, no policeman, however vig- 
flant, can sée from his post what is 
going on in all parts of his district. 
No system could be devised in which 
any sitfgle house or block of houses 
could be watched all the time, . The 
report that there has been an unpre- 
cedented mumber.of burglaries in 
closed houses this Summer may be 
true, but the policemen on stationary 
posts cannot fairly be held responsible 
fanless evidence is forthcoming that | 
thieves broke into buildings under 
their very eyes, 

“Thus far the new system seems to 
have worked very well indeed. For 
the first time every householder can 
feel that there is always a policeman 
within reach. In the opinion of some 
of the most experienced and compe- 
tent members of the force no po}ice 
experiment made in many years. has 
been so promising. There has béen 
some grumbling among the men, but 
their complaints do not seem impor- 
tant. All police work, zealously per- 
formed, ‘s hard work, but obviously

(THE BRITISH STRIKE SETTLEMENT 
Both sides have accepted what they 
respectively declared they would never 
accept in the settlement of the British 
railway strike. The strikers protested 
that they were dissatisfied with the 
conciliation boards which were con- 
ceded to their demands in 1907, and 
they ‘have accepted a temporary con- 
Ciliation board as a step toward a per- 
manent adjustment not now reached 
even in principle. The railways aban- 
don their insistence upon procedure 
through the conciliation boards and 
consent to negotiate with the represen- 
tatives of the men, but the represented 
must be those in their employ, and not 
strangers. The milk in the cocoanut is 
not in the text of the official agree- 
ment, but is. indicated in the Govern- 
ment’s announcement that “the Gov- 
ernment pledges itself to propose to 
Parliament that owing to the increase 
of the cost of labor there will be a legal 
reason for an increase in the charges 
to the general public.”

The companies do not 
object to paying over other people's 
money. And the Government pays its 
debts without passing another tax bill. 
This is an unusual achievement for 
Li.gfp-Groran, and he “emerges with 
heightened prestige.”

SERVANTS INTHE SOUTH. 

It has hardly occurred to Northern- 
ers that the South would ever be af- 
fligted with a servant problem. ‘Yet it 
has ‘one, and a big one. The Macon 
News describes conditions which, | it 
says, “ere familiar to the people of 
all sections of the South, and can be 
duplicated anywhere "; they show that 
a change has come in the methods of 
domestic service rendered by the ne- 
groes, men and women, The old-fash- 
foned “mammy” and “uncle” have 
disappeared. Southern mistresses may 
hire servants to act as nurses, cooks, 
waitresses, chambermaids, and dish- 
washers, who will do the particular 
things relating to a particular one of 
these varied activities, but to no other. 
The lMnes. of work which they have 
adopted are “seemingly promoted to 
the dignity of professions—and profes- 
sions with specialties at that.” If the 
household lacks a cook, the other ser- 
vants permit the mistress to cook 
meals both for the family and for 
themselves. The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser adds Its comment; 

The white family that keeps a cook 
counts on feeding one family of ne- 
groes. If they have a house girl, they 
can count on feeding still another fam- 
fly. ‘If complaint is raised to the ser- 
vants, milady soon finds herself re- 
connoitring for another cook and 
servant girl. In the case of the house 
girl it is a rare experience a family 
has .in. keeping in its’ employ the 
same girl for three weeks. The aver- 
age tenure. of service of the house 
irl is two weeks. If the “ position” 
is too “exacting” and the morning 
paper doesn’t come promptly, she 
wouldn't mind quitting the first week. 
It is even asserted that this sort of 

“ gentlemen's ment” to live out 
of the white f kitchen is often en- 
couraged by some of the negro preach- 
ers. The Macon News suggests that 
the housekeepers organize, form unions 
of their own; and protect themselves 
against the itinerant servants, who are 
now assured of finding a new place 
after a week or so spent in the old ane. 
They might be. required, for instance, 
to produce “characters”’ from their 
last place of service. The negroes do 
not, of course, compete with white 
labor in domestic work. But if: their 
terms of employment become burden- 
some, they may find powerful competi- 
tors in the adoption throtighout the 
South of labor-saving contrivances 
and of methods of scientific manage- 
ment in the home that will largely do 
away with the need of keeping ser- 
vants. In the factories and fields they 
are submitting more and more to the 
competition of whitelabor. Their cun- 
ning and unthrift in domestic matters 
may work to their harm. The domestic 
service problem, however, is not more 
perplexing in the South than in the 
North. It is assuredly one of the grav- 
est of the hour, and one that becomes 
more annoying year by year.

comparatively small class, that these an- 
nual abandonments of work are not bene- 
ficial, but harmful, to those who look 
forward to them so eagerly. And they 
will be easy to persuade, for to them the 
vacation season has always been trouble- 
some and expensive, and if, vacations de- 
crease rather than increase the efficiency 
of workers, they have a more than. color- 
able excuse for withholding them alto- 
gether. Then will the bereft millions rage 
indeed, and at Dr. SarGuentT, for providing 
the ex>use. 

For though it is not unknown to any- 
body that. more than now and then the 
Period of “rest” is more exhausting than 
any other * equal length in the whole 
year, and though many a sigh, of relief 
accompanies what is called “ gefting back 
into harness again,’’ the next vacation is 
awaited by al] witli none the less of im- 
patiencs, and with no less confident ex- 
pectation that its recuperative joys will 
be unalloyed. Dr. Sarcent doesn't say 
that all vacations are injurfous—only that 
Many of them are, Instead, therefore, of 
calling into question the merits of the 
vacation, as vacation, it would have been 
Just as_well, perhaps, had he admitted 
explicitly, as he did implicitly, that a va- 
cation properly employed is a most ex- 
cellent thing, and equally excellent from

Probably the‘only man who gets all 
that a vacation can give is he to whom 
it gives en‘opportunity—which he takes— 
for doing something apart from his regu- | 
lar work that he very much wants to do, 
but something for which taste and incli- 
nation keep him in fairly good training. 

In other words, the man with a hobby 
is enabled in vacation time to take long 
rides on it Instead of short ones, and his 
weariness, if he feel any at all, as isn't 
likely to be the case when the hobby has 
been intelligently chosen, is of the health- 
ful kind that @ night's sleep entirely re- 
moves.

At Linea, © mail town ot the patent Wee} 
der, @ few days ago, 15,000 people gathered 
to ‘witness seven bulls tormented to death 
and many horses cruelly slaughtered. , Madrid 
is now having Sunday bullfights on’ auch « 
large scale that at one just witnessed thirty- 
seven” horses were driven to the most heart- 
less and sickening death in one afternoon, one 
bull alone having killed seven horses. These 
fights are given @ over Spain, not only twice 
on some days, but several times a week. Tho 
bulls are bred for feroaity, while the horses 
used are tired, abused of4 animals, worn out 
in serving man. They are checked up, blind- 
folded, and stimulated with red pepper to 
make them spry for these occasions, and fur- 
ther quickened by immense long pointed spurs. 

The matadores first throw banderillos into 
the neck of tha bull. and these many long 
poles, with spears bearded like a fishhook, hang 
as ‘he plunges about, infuriated and howling 
with their agonizing pain. 

The crucial moment of the fight comes when 
the bull stands in the arena, exhausted and 
breathless, the blood pouring “from his head 
and body, and banderillos hanging in h 
neck, \A matadoré stéps in front of him wi 
@ red capa, and as soon as the bull has re- 
gained a little breath, he charges into the 
red cloth, and the moment he lowers ‘his head 
the matadore stabs him through the neck. 
Then wild excitement prevails. Hats fly in 
the air. Money, purses, cigars, and even jew- 
elry, fans, and parasols are hurled to the feet 
of the matadore. The dead bull and horses 
are dragged out, another bull is driven into 
the arena, and the fight continues. 

Women. with babes in arms and children of 
all ages were seen at the fight. Much of the 
cruelty to other animals is doubtless. due to 
this brutality. We saw in the market piace 
chickens which had been left lying 1 the 
blazing sun with their feet tied, killed by 
twisting their heads, and the feathers pulled 
out while still in convulsions; also, a boy 
jabbing @ donkey with a stick with nails in 
the end, {nto a sore made by continual jab- 
bing. On our ascent on horseback up Ve- 
suvius, along a very steep, hot, and dusty 
trail, the horses were whipped and kicked all 
the way. We found they were driven up three 
times every day without food or water the 
entire day. The ignorant neglect to supply 
animals with water, especially in these hot 
countries, {s pitiable. Far worse, however, is 
the intentional cruelty. American visitors to 
Paris and other Continental cities know how 
shamefully the horses afe treated. Active so- 
Cleties for the prevention of cruelty to ani- 
mals are sorely needed. Some means of edu- 
cation through the schools or otherwise, in 
addition to the methods of humane societies, 
are necessary.
